DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 31-46 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The applicant's amendment filed on April 14, 2010 has been entered. The 
amendment has cancelled claims 1 and 8, which have been previously rejected as 
stated in the Office action dated January 29, 2010. All of the remaining claims 31-46 
have been allowed in the same Office action because the prior art in record does not 
disclose that only the inorganic particles of the at least one other phase are melted as 
recited in the instant claim 31 . A further search for the references on record did not find 
any prior art which anticipates or renders obvious the claimed subject matter of the 
instant application alone or in combination.
